St. Andrew’s Changes: 
And U.S. Views 


EEN interest is being taken in 
. America in the proposal to 
constructs super golfer course at 
St. Andrews, and it is' estimated 
that the scheme has been written 
up by 1300 American sports writ- 
ers, covering a newspaper circula- 
tion of some 6,000,000. ’ 
_ Commenting on the ‘proposal, one 
prominent American critic © states:—: 


4JModern golf equipment and the reces- 


sion of the sea have the Old Course in 
a bad-way in its claim to contempor- 
aneous leadership. . Four holes are now 
no more than of drive-and-chip length, 
and five (in addition to’ the par-3 
holes) can be driven. The ninth, tenth, 
and twelfth holes are respectively 306, 
312, and 314 yards, which gives an in- 
dication of how hopeless it seems to be 
to preserve the Old Course’s reputation 
as a championship venue. 

The present so-called New Course 
never has been good enough to com- 
pare with the famous Old lay-out, and 
as tinkering with the new Course is 
pronounced futile by experts, it is prv- 
posed to instal 18 great holes border- 
ing the shore south of the Old Course. 
In-the last forty years the sea has 
been receding to such an extent that” 
in the new land there is plenty of ter- 
ritory of the right topography for a 
modern course. : ‘ : 

Golf constitutes a major factor in 
the town’s income, adds the writer, but 
the traditional lure is fast weakening, 
due to the obsolescence of the famed 
Old Course. Competent American ap- 
praisers of golf course architecture and‘ 
playing interest declare that St. An- 
drews Old Course is far inferior to 
many other less ballyhooed courses in 
England, Scotland, and the United 
States, There has been persistently 
increasing mention in_ the United 
States of the Old Course’s short- 
comings, consequently a definite drop 
in the former desire of American golt- 
ers to: make a pilgrimage to the 
“shrine.”
